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Russia Cool 
To New Offer 
But Situation 
Said Brighter 


- LONDON  (INS)—The first 
Soviet reaction in the West's 
mew disarmament concession 
appeared cool Thursday. But 
the offer to halt nuclear tests 
for a period of two years did 
put a new spark of life :nto the 
faltering U.N. Disarmament Sub- 
committe talks in London. 


. The offer, made Wednesday, 
is coupled with a halt in pro 
duction of nuclear weapons. 


Valerian A. Zorin, Russian 
delegate to the talks, expressed 
the view that the West wanted 
too much for a first-step dis- 
armament agreement. But he 
said he was gratified that the 
concession had been made and 
promised it would be given 
careful consideration. 


Russia originally proposed a 
trial suspension period of two 
or three years, but has turned 
down previously the Western 
stipulation that any halt in 
tests must be accompanied by 
stoppage of production. 


Wednesday’s offer means that 
the West has extended from 10 
months to two years the period 
in which it would agree to ban 
tests. 


Under the new ‘proposal, a 
careful inspection of nuclear 
plants would be made on both 
sides of the Iron Curtain to as- 
sure that the agreement would 
not be violated. Monitoring sta- 
tions would be set up to chec 
for atomic tests : 


The Western powers had re- 
jected Russian proposals for a 
two-year suspension earlier be- 
cause a period longer than 10 
months would complicate _re- 
sumption of manufacture @€. nu- 
clear weapons in case the So- 
viet Union violated the pact. 


At the same time, the West has 
maintained that a suspension of 
tests for any period would be 
meaningless without a stoppage 
of production. 


Russia has rejected this, some 
Westerners believe, bécausSé@ it is 
numerically behind the Western 
powers in atomic stockpiles, 


The plan proposed Wednesday 
would give the West the right 
to examine progress toward the 
inspection system after the first 
12 months. If progress was 
satisfactory, the agreement 
would be continued for the sec- 
ond year. 


West Won’t Budge 


WASHINGTON (INS)—U:S. 
officials made it clear Thursday 
the West will not budge on con- 
ditions President Eisenhower at- 
tached to a proposal to ban nu- 
clear weapons tests for two 
years. 


The President’s response to 
a Soviet proposal banning the 
tests was described by high- 
level sources as a Major attempt 
to keep the disarmament nego- 
tiations in London moving for- 
ward. 


But they emphasized that con- 
ditions outlined bv the Presi- 
dent will have to be included 
in any agreement.

Taipei Demands 
Say on Okinawa 
TAIPEI (Kyodo-UP) — The 
Government's highest watchdog 
Thursday demanded that Na- 
tionalist China should have a 
voice in ‘future negotiations 
Over the sovereignty of the 
Ryukyus. 

The Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee of the Control Yuan adopt- 
ed a resolution in a meeting 
stating that the sovereignty of 
the U.S. island bastion in the 
Pacific cannot be decided by 
the United States and Japan 
alone without consulting the 
Nationalist Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

The committee also denounc- 
ed Japan’s “residual sovereign- 
ty” which the U.S. pledged to 
respect in the Eisenhower- 
Kishi communique as “unfound- 
ed” because the Ryukyu _Is- 
lands were originally a _ de-

Japan yesterday instructed 
its ambassador to Moscow, Sue- 
mitsu Kadowaki, to start nego- 
tiations with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment for a fishing agree- 
ment ensuring safe Japanese 
fishing operations in the north- 
ern waters, informed sources 
said last night. 

The sources said the Foreign 
Office cabled its instructions to 
Kadowaki after Japan’s policy 
on the negotiations had been 
finalized through four days of 
consultation among the Foreign 
Office, the Fishing Agency and 
other interested parties. 

Yesterday, the Foreign Office 
refused to reveal any details of 
what Japan is going to demand 
in the forthcoming fishery talks 
with Russia. But’ Government 
sources claimed that Kadowaki 
had been instructed to press for 
an agreement that would en- 
sure safe Japanese fishing 
operations in waters extending

up to the “central part” of the 
Kurile Island chain and the 
establishment of a fishing base 
“in the area.” 

The negotiations would also 
cover waters off the Habomai 
and Shikotan islands (now oc- 
cupied by Russia though the So- 
viet Government in the 1955 
peace talks indicated its wil- 
lingness to return these two is- 
land groups located off Hok- 
kaido). 

Informed sources said Japan 
would not take up matters 
pertaining to the territorial 
waters issue or Japan’s ter- 
ritorial claim as it was feared 
that any such move would bring 
the fishery talks to a deadlock. 

Japan has been demanding 
the return of the Southern 
Kuriles. Informed sources said, 
however, that Kadowaki would 
try to get a fishery agreement 
covering waters surrounding 


the whole Kurile Island chain. 


P.I. Reaction 
To Kishi Plan 
Open-Minded 


MANILA (AP) — Philippine 
Government reaction was re- 
ported as open-minded but cool 
after Japan’s first move seeking 
support here for Prime Minis- 
ter Kishi’s Asian economic 
development plan, 


Japanese Embassy economic 
experts met with Philippine 
Foreign Office officials for two 
hours Wednesday, explaining 


jhow the plan combines a half- 


billion-dollar loan fund, Japa- 
nese technology and resources 
from other Asian nations. 


Philippine officials said they 
planned to study the proposal 
with an open mind, but their 
unofficial reported comments 
were skeptical. 


One official was quoted as 
saying the Kishi plan is like 
Japan’s World War II co-pro- 
sperity plan. He said it could 
further boost Japan's industri- 
al lead in Asia and “make 
economic vassals of us.” 


Wednesday’s meeting was de- 
scribed as a preview showing 
of the plan. Japan’s roving am- 
bassador in Asia, Ataru Koba- 
yashi, is expected to follow up 
during his current trip around 
Southeast Asia, 


Prime Minister Kishi himself 
is due here in mid-November to 
discuss his pet project, the Japa- 
nese Embassy said. 


The stalled Japan-Philippine 
talks on a new trade agreement 
have been shelved to make way 
for discussions of the Kishi 
proposal, the Foreign Office here 
said, 


The Manila Times Wednesday 
called for close examination of 
the Japanese plan “to safeguard 
our shaky economic position 
from further exploitation at the 
hands of a regional neighbor.” 


“If credit and technical men

Peiping Note Received 
On New Fishing Areas 


The Japan-China Fishery Council in Tokyo last night an- 
nounced the receipt of an official notice from Peiping according 
to which Communist China actually has expanded the waters 
where Japanese fishing vessels may operate. 

The council made public a letter from the Communist Chinese 


Fishery Council in which coastal 
waters between 27 and 29 de- 
grees north latitude were desig- 
nated as prohibited areas for 
dragnet fishing. 


This was also reported by 
Peiping Radio six days ago but 
Japan then got the impression 
that the new regulation would 
reduce the area where Japanese 
fishing operations could take 
place safely. Foreign Office 
sources in Tokyo at first were 
quoted as saying that Japan 
might file an official protest via 
Geneva if the Peiping an- 
nouncement proved to be a 
violation of the freedom of the 
high seas, 


Yesterday, the Peiping Fish- 
ery Council’s letter made 
clear that though there had 
been a tively small re- 
duction of the Coastal waters 
open for international fishing 
operations, Peiping has at the 
same time narrowed another 
vast expanse of waters designat- 
ed a “military operations area.” 


This means that Japanese 
fishermen may now operate 
freely in the waters between 27 
and 29 degrees north latitude 
and comparatively narrow coas- 
tal waters between the same 
latitudes, 


A spokesman for the Japan- 
China Fishery Council yester- 
day said the banning of fishing 
operations in the coastal waters 
of South China by the Peiping 
Government would have no seri- 
ous effect on Japan’s fishing in- 
dustry. 


The spokesman said _ the 
amount of fish hauled in the 
designated waters by the Japa- 
nese used to be only one per 
cent of the total catch by Japa- 
nese fishermen in Chinese coast- 
al waters. 


Agnes Causes Huge 
Damage in Korea 


SEOUL (AP)—Tropical _ty- 
phoon Agnes, which ripped 
through the southern tip of Ko 
rea Wednesday, left at least six 
persons dead, 11 missing, sank 
or tore loose 6 ships and caused 
damage estimated at more than 
one million dollars, 


A U.S. military spokesman 
said there were no American 
casualties. 


President Syngman Rhee 
sped to the wind-stricken port 
of Pusan Thursday afternoon to 
inspect the damage. 


National Police reported 1,300 
houses totally destroyed, 3,504 
half-wrecked, 896 flooded and 
83 school buildings destroyed. 


The big storm, with much of 
its force spent, was moving on 
toward Sfberia Thursday. 


Casualty and damage figures 
were expected to go higher as 
communications crippled by 
125 mph winds and heavy 
rains are restored. 


Japan Ships in Port 


HONGKONG (AP) — Thirty- 
four Japanese fishing vessels 
Wednesday entered the Red Chi- 
nese harbor of Lienyn, in north- 
ern Kiangsu Province, to seek 
shelter against typhoon Agnes, 
Peiping Radio said.

Syrian Information Minister 
Salih Akil denied that the Sy- 
rian Government and army 
officers had Communist lean- 
ings, but he also made it clear 
that Syria, which is receiving 
a flow of modern arms from 
the Soviets, is siding with Mos- 
cow. 

The London Daily Mail Thurs- 
day quoted an interview with 
Syrian director of political af- 
fairs Galeb Kayali in which he 
said: 

“She (Russia) intends to bring 
all the Arab countries into her 
fold and to push out all Western 
influence by encouraging the 
Arabs to make military and eco- 
nomic deals similar to the one 
we just made, 

“Russia is no fool. If she were 
to try to interfere with our sov- 
ereignty she would only scare off 
the other Arab states, who would 
then turn to the West. 

“But all the same I understand 
the Soviet technique, Syria is 
only the beginning.” 

Kayali said that more than 
half of Syria’s $112 million 1957 
budget is being spent on arms 
purchased from the Soviet bloc. 
In addition a new Russo-Sy- 
rian $140 million economic deal 
soon will be signed in Moscow. 
Czech informants in East Ber- 
lin said Syrian Communist lead- 
er Khalid Bikdash currently is 
in the Soviet Union, directing 
Syrian-Soviet relations. He re- 
portedly has proposed a defense

Japan Cracking Down 
On Bogus Firms Run

Police Arrest 7, 
Accuse Reds of 
Giant Swindle 


Tokyo and Osaka police 
yesterday morning threw 
a combined dragnet upon 
what was believed to be an 
extensive network of 
phony commercial ven- 
tures by Japanese Commu- 
nists aimed at rustling up 
funds for the party’s cof- 


fers. 

Such ventures are said to 
have been engineered by the 
party’s so-called “truck corps” — 
an underground fund-raising 
group which has concentrated 
its money-making efforts in the 
field of medium and small en- 
terprises. 

Seven arrests so far had been 
made by police in a crack-down 
on a total of 11 places—six in 
the Tokyo and five in the Osaka 
areas yesterday morning, 

Nabbed by the Tokyo police 
were two alleged Communist 
business operators—Shigeichi 
Harano, 58, former president of 
the Katsushika Gas Company of 
Ichikawa City, Chiba Prefecture, 
and Shigeru Edogawa, 32, for- 
mer chief accountant of the 
same firm. The former was a 
resident of Tokyo and the lat- 
ter of Osaka. Osaka police said 
all of the five arrested in the 
Osaka-Kobe area yesterday 
morning were former Commu- 
nists. 

Three of the five, including 
Jun Nadasaki, 44, and Kaoru 
Kita, 44, both brokers, are, sus- 
pected of having stolen promis- 
sory note blanks of the Mutsumi 
Industrial Company of — in 
January in an attempt to issue 
falsified promissofy notes to the 
value of ¥2 million. 

The other two are suspected 
of swindling funds from me- 
| dium and small firms in the 
Kansai area and diverting the 
money to the Communist Party. 


According to police, Harano, 
conspiring with Edogawa, some- 
how took over the management 
of the gas company and be- 
came its president in 1953 and 
continued to hold the post till 
August 1955. During his 
tenure, the company is said to 
have incurred a total debt of 
120 million yen including 60 
my- 
steriously borrowed and then 
loaned out to a “paper manu- 
facturer.”

Bangkok Is 


Uneasy; Coup 
Rumor Is Hit 


BANGKOK (AP)—This capi- 
tal city of one million persons 
Thursday uneasily awaited 
crucial Cabinet meetings on re- 
signations that threw internal 
power blocs out of balance. 


Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat 
said he remains loyal to Pre- 
mier Phibun Songgram despite 
his resignation Wednesday as 
Defense Minister. 


Sarit, who is still commander 
in chief of the army, denied 
rumors that a coup d’etat might 
result from his resignation. Two 
other army officers also tender- 
ed resignations from high Gov- 
ernment posts. 


The Cabinet was to meet late 
Thursday and Friday to con- 
sider whether to accept the re- 
signations. Acceptance would 
leave the army unrepresented in 
the Cabinet and create the pos- 
sibility of Sarit’s joining the 
opposition in Parliament. 


He is’ considered _ strong 
enough to draw sufficient sup- 
port from appointed members 
of Parliament to unseat the 
Government of Phibun Song- 
gram, who is also a marshal and 
has. been Thailand’s strongman 
for many years. 

Sarit resigned following an 
order by the Premier that Cabi- 
net ministers either quit or give 
up ‘private business posts that 
many of them hold. Sarit gave 
illhealth as his reason for quit- 
ting, not mentioning possible re- 
luctance to relinquish commer- 
cial directorships. 

Sarit’s resignation was con- 
sidered here to be a victory for 
Phibun Songgram in his efforts 
to pull the Government back 
under his control after Sarit 


and Police General Phao 
Sriyanond rose to challenging 
positions. 


Phao is Interior Minister and 
heads the powerful police force 
which rivals the army in control 
of this country. He is known 
to be a director of many Thai 
business firms.

Stanley said that viruses 
which had been considered 
crystalline substances, “are 
alive and like living things 
which can reproduce’ and 
mutate’” 


The scientist declared that in 
life-scale they come between 
molecules and bacteria which 
until now were considered the 
smallest living beings 


Stanley had predicted the 
making and controlling of life 
in the laboratory before the ca- 
ble reached the session. 

Prof. Stanley Fox, Fiorida 
State University, presented what 
he called a new “chemical 
theory” of spontaneous genera- 
tion. 

In his experiments, Fox sai@ 
he submitted nonliving matter 
to temperatures between 350 
and 400 F. (the presumed heat 
of the earth’s surface before 
life) and produced vitaminlike 
compounds and other important 
components to living things.

Hongkong Starts 
Cultivating Pearls 


HONGKONG (Kyodo-UP)—

Although Japan has yet to 
normalize relations with the 
Peiping regime, the number of 
Japanese nationals traveling to 
the Chinese mainland has shown 
a marked rise during the past 
few years. According to the 
JapanChina Amity Association, 
they totaled 1,182 last year as 
a with only 847 in 
1955. 


Since interest in Communist 
China has increased among the 
Japanese people, the association 
believes that the number visit- 
ing that country this year will 
surpass 2,000 by the end of the 
year.

The subcommittee has been 
investigating and studying for 
almost a year the constitution- 
al rights of Americans in the 
armed forces, with emphasis on 
those stationed outside’ the 
U.S. 


Asked if the Girard case would 
be used to back a drive for 
changing U.S. Status of Forces 


“there is growing pressure in 
Congress for revision (of the 
agreements)—personally I have 
no comment.”

Danilova’s Farewell 


Alexandra Danilova opened a 
series of farewell performances 
last Monday evening at Sankei 
Hall, A large and enthusiastic 
audience was on hand to see 
this famous ballerina and her 
partner of long association, 
Frederic Franklin. Supporting 
Miss Danilova were two of her 
own dancers, Robert Lindgren 
and Sonja Tyven and the Asami 
Maki Ballet Company. 

The program opened with a 
choreographed version of Beeth- 
oven’s Fifth Symphony created 
by Akiko Tachibana. There is 
certainly doubt as to the wis- 
dom of attempting to use such 
a full-bodied and well-known 
work as accompaniment to a 
dance. The choreography seem- 
ed to waver between unmusical- 
ity (phrases and climaxes at 
variance with those of the 
music) and a too literal note- 
for-note, movement-for-move- 
ment relationship between 
music and dance. 

The whole symphony has a 
driving insistence and musical 
unity that the dancing dia not 
realize: in the second move- 
ment, for instance, with its ly- 
ric but strong rhythms the 
dancers were inappropriately 
garbed in the classical long 
white ballet skirt yet occasion- 
ally tried to match the strength 
of the music in an uneasy me- 
lange of style, costume, music 
and mood. 

The ballet did provide an op- 
portunity for some very fine 
dancing by Asami Maki but one 
could not help feeling that this 
was not at all what Beethoven 
would have visualized if visua- 
lize his music he ever did. 

The next number, L’Heure 
Bleue, with music by Faure and 
choreography by Job Sanders 
introduced Miss Danilova and 
her group. The lovely fin de 
siecle costumes .and romantic at- 
mosphere of the set suggested a 
latter-day Jardin aux Lilas. A 
comparison with such a mas- 
terpiece as Tudor’s is unfair and 
L’Heure Bleue aspires to no 
such greatness; in fact its very 
charm lies in its unpretentious 
and lighthearted frivolity. Par- 
ticularly after the solemn sonor- 
ity of the first number the sim- 
plicity and cohesivness of its 
parts were a delights to see. 

Music and choreography and 
dancing all blended together in 
an appealing mixture of warmth 
and humor and romance. Miss 
Danilova and Mr. Franklin show- 
ed their skill not so much as 
dancers but as stage personali- 
ties by the winning. way in 
which they projected the slight 
maneuvers of lovers from a by-

She has a fine 
technique, a precision and bal- 
ance that many more mature 
dancers would envy, and she 
showed a poise and understand- 
ing of dance that already mark 
her as a professional. 

With such youth and grace 
lending enchantment to the 
stage it is perhaps unkind to 
add any reservations. However 
ballet, even the most Classic 
“pure” ballet, should be an ideal- 
izing of life. In a duet it is an 
idealizing, however attenuated, 
of the man-woman relationship. 

This essential quality is lack- 
ing in the case of a child bal- 
lerina and furthermore the 
splendor of the ballet lifts is 
gone when the man has such a 
fragile body to support. Even 
so the achievement and devotion 
that Miss Ohara’s dancing re- 
veals augur well for a brilliant 
future. 

Two novelty numbers fol- 
lowed. The first, Troubadour, 
choreographed and danced by 
Frederic Franklin was an in- 
gratiating bit of nonsense. The 
audience was loud in its ap- 
proval but it is a bit disappoint- 
ing to see as fine a dancer as 
Mr. Franklin content to limit 
his talents to showmanship. 

When a sailor and a girl in 
a tight dress appear on stage 
this may be the taking-off point 
for some real insight into the 
life and loves of the uninhibited, 
as in Jerome Robbins’ Fancy 
Free. Or it may be just another

Danish-Born 


Woman Wins 
Channel Race 


DOVER, England (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Greta Marie Anderson, 
Danish-born swimmer from the 
United States, Wednesday nigh* 
won the international cross 
channel swimming race. 

The girl who could not swim 
a stroke until she was 17, stag- 
gered ashore at 6.03 p.m. to be: 
come the first woman to win the 
race since it started in 1951. 

The former Olympic gold me- 
dalist had been in the water for 
13 hours and 53 minutes. She 
failed to beat the women’s rec- 
ord by one hour and 11 minutes. 

Miss Anderson, 30, won her 
Olympic gold medal for the 100- 
meter freestyle in 1948 and 
since turning professional last 
vear has broken a record in 
every race she has entered, ex- 
cept this one. 

For her victory Miss Ander- 
son will receive a 1,000 guinea 
silver trophy and a prize of 500 
sterling. 

The race generaliy was a 
triumph for the weaker sex. 
Of seven women starters only 
three had dropped out by this 
evening. Ten of the 17 men 
entered had dropped out. 

Kenneth Wray, 30, of South- 
port, England, was the second 
swimmer to finish. His time was 
16 hours 25 seconds.

Th€ progress in the peaceful uses of atomic energy, the 
development in electronics and the growing utilization 


of automation are rapidly bringing the world to the 
threshold of a new industria] revolution. 7 


This. situation poses a real challenge to all nations 
of the world. It places renewed emphasis on the value of 
scientific and technical education. The advanced nations of 
tomorrow must have great armies of trained scientsits and 
technicians. 


This fact is fully recognized in such countries as the 
United States, Britain and the Soviet Union. Great stress 
has thus been placed upon scientifiv education in these 
nations. Seventy-five per cent of the graduates of Soviet 
schools have had technological training, and scientists are 
ranked among the elite in the Russian society. 


What is the situation in Japan on.this score The 
emphasis on education continues to be placed on the human- 
ities and the social sciences. Scientific and technological 
experts among the graduates of Japan’s school system num- 
mer only 25 per cent. 

This is a distressing situation for a nation which seeks 
to provide technological leadership for the relatively 
underdeveloped areas of Asia. If the present trend is left 
unchanged, Japan will not only be unable to give technical 
assistance to Southeast Asia but will also face a dire 
shortage of trained experts to man her own industries. 

It goes without saying that industrial progress will 
require the services of a growing army of scientists. One 
estimate has it that by 1960 Japanese industries will face 
an annual shortage of 4,000 technical experts. 

In all fairness it must be pointed out that the existence 
of this serious problem is fully recognized among respon- 
sible Japanese leaders. The Liberal-Democratic Party just 
recently mapped out its policy toward education and laid 
particular stress on the promotion of scientific and techno- 
logical education. 7 

Earlier, the Education Minister told a meeting of lead- 
ing educators that he would do everything within his 
power to press for an adequate program of technical educa- 
tion in the nation’s schools. This issue was also taken 
up by the Scientific Education Council and the recom- 
mendation was made that national standards should be 
set for science teachers in the school system. At the same 
time, the Central Education Council’s special committee 
on science and technology voiced its decision to make a 
study of the training of scientists in the universites. 

_. Similar moves, of course, have been taken in the past. 
But the main obstacle has been the lack of funds to. ex- 
ercute desk plans. For instance, we have on record legisla- 
tion for the promotion of industrial and scientific education. 
They are, however, dead letter for the most part because 
of the limited funds available. 

Scientific and technological education without labora- 
tories to carry out experiments is almost meaningless. 
Yet that is.the situation in most of our public and pri- 
vate schools. Students are thus sent out with only book 
learning. It is indeed a pity that no opportunity is given 
to test theories. This means not only that students miss 
the practical side of scientific education but also that their 
appetite for the pursuance of science is dulled. 

Another serious defect in furthering scientific and 
technical education in this country is the shortage of 
competent teachers. The importance of teachers—espe- 
cially those who are able to stimulate interest in science 
among students—goes without saying. 

But the present situation is that the good students 
are absorbed by the industries as fast as they are graduat- 
ed. Furthermore, there is no attempt to give the current 
staff of teachers refresher taining with the object of having 
them keep pace with the rapid progress of science and 
technology. 

Another fundamental problem concerns the feeling of 
the people as a whole toward scientific and tehcnical 
experts. In industrial companies, for instance, technicians 
are rarely given a chance to assume executive positions. 
Ambitious youths thus shun technical training in school. 

What then can be done to meet the situation If we 
have far-sighted leadership in the Government, it should 
certainly express itself by allocating more funds to the im- 
technological education. And even if funds are not 
portant and essential task of promoting scientific and 
adequate, every attempt must be made to stir up enthu- 
sidsm in science among the people as a whole. 

Industry which will feel directly the shortage of 
scientists and technicians in the future should also take 
a positive role to meet this critical situation. Industrial 
companes, for example, could make available the services 
of their leading experts and the use of their laboratory 
facilities to the schools. 

The fact remains that the promotion of scientific and 
technological education is a problem of great urgency and 
must be faced immediately if Japan is to keep pace with

Asahi Shimbun attached signi- 
ficance to the White Paper 
issued by the _ Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry as it was the 
first document ever to review 
the past and present of agricul- 
tural administration and the for- 
mer’s condjtions in this country. 
The paper regretted, however, 
that the self-criticism made by 
the ministry of its agricultural 
administration was “too mild.” 
For example, the paper said, the 
White Paper failed to “positive- 
ly review” the strong and weak 
points of the agricultural sub- 
sidy system. It is an undeniable 
fact, the paper said, that some 
agricultural grants-in-aid have 
been squandered, only to play 
into the hands of rural bosses 
and politicians. 


Mainichi. Shimbun welcomed 
the adjiistment of views be- 
tween Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion Chairman Shoriki and Eco- 
nomic Planning Agency Chief 
Kono on the establishment of 
a’ company to import an atomic 
power reactor. The most im- 
portant thing for the projected 
company to do, the paper said, 
will be to make its men acquire 
technical know-now and train 
technitians in the nuclear power 
generation field. In this connec- 
tion, the paper recalled thai in 
the early days of the Meiji Era 
Japanese technicians had intro- 
duced foreign technique and ma- 
terials to build railroads. In 
another article, the paper ask- 
ed the Liberal-Democratic Party 
to clean. its house as the Social- 
ists. did. by punishing some of 
mé members involved in the 
Zenkoren scandal. 


Yomiuri Shimbun &xpressed 
satisfaction over the settlement 
of the feud between Atomic En- 
ergy Commission Chairman Sho- 
riki and Economic Planning 
Agency Chief Kono over the es- 
tablishment of a company to im- 
port a nuclear reactor. The 
settlement, the paper = said, 
should help Japan in its work 
to develop a nuclear reactor on 
a practical basis. It will also, 
the paper said, enable this coun- 
try to conclude a nuclear power 
agreement with Britain and dis- 
patch an investigation team to 
that country. The Government, 
it said, should also see to it that 
the projected company can 
operate On an elastic basis by 
making the best use of civilian 
talent. Development of atomic 
power as industrial energy, the 


paper pointed out, is of vital 
importance for  power-short 
Japan. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) re- 
gretted that Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Akagi has decided to 
raise the consumer price of rice 
to ¥850 per 10 kilograms from 
the present price of ¥790 des- 
pite opposition from both prod- 
ucers and consumers.

Is the Crisis Over? 


Sharp Decrease in L/Cs Noted but 


The letters of credit opened 
during July and those received 
were nearly balanced. This has 
led to a shift in public atten- 
tion from the so-called “crisis in 
international accounts” to a 
series of deflationary trends in- 
cluding financial collapses of 
enterprises and a sharp increase 
in the number of dishonored 
bills due mainly to the tight- 
money policy taken to improve 
the deteriorating position in the 
trade balance. 

The fact that some economic 
observers are coming out with 
a warning against a “crisis in 
August” may be taken as re- 
flecting this shift of public at- 
tention. 

As is well known, the warn- 
ing is based on the line of 
thought that many enterprises 
will be in a very difficult finan- 
cial position in August as most 
of the bills drawn before May 
have to be settled in August and 
as money will be scarcer in the 
market as a result of a Govern- 
ment plan to siphon off large 
amounts of funds in private 
hands. 

August ‘Crisis’ 

Opinions may differ as to 
whether the present-day econo- 
mic conditions are so serious 
as to be termed a “crisis.” How- 
ever, the fact itself that econo- 
mic analysts are using the term 
“August crisis” is an indication 
to show that public attention is 
now more drawn to the in- 
ternal economic conditions than 
to the crisis in international 
accounts, 

There is no gainsaying the 
fact that a series of tight-money 
measures have produced a 
number of changes observable 
from various economic indices. 
For instance, mining and manu- 
facturing production registered 
a decline of 0.9 per cent in June 
from the previous month, the 
first decline since the outset of 
this year. (This year’s monthly 
increase rate in mining and 
manufacturing production was 
5.3 per cent for February, 4.2 
per cent for March, 2.9 per cent 
for Aprii, and 4 per cent for 
May, each over the previous 
morth.) 

Sharp Dip | 

The decline in mining and 
manufacturing production § in 
June is taken as a reflection in 
production of a decrease in de- 
mand caused by the tight-money 
policy. 

The amount of letters of cre- 
dit opened dipped sharply in 
June as compared with the pre- 
vious month. Thus, the amount 
of import letters of credit open- 
ed in June fell conspicuously 
from about 300 million dollars 
in April and 320 million dollars 
in May to 230 million dollars. 
The amount further declined to 
210 million dollars in July. 

The letters of credit received 
in July reached the neighbor- 
hood of 210 million dollars. In 
this way, Japan was able to re- 
dress a balance in trade inso- 
far as the issuance and receipt 
of letters of credit are con- 
cerned. Generally speaking, the 
letters of credit opened and re- 
ceived are actually reflected in 
the trade balance in about three 
months. Hence the optimistic 
view that Japan’s international 
payments and receipts will be 
balanced in or around October. 

Wholesale prices of commodi- 
ties with metals and textiles as 
the center followed a down- 
ward curve from the peak in 
April and registered an average 
dip of 5 per cent in June from 
the April level. 

What is important in this con- 
nection is an increase in financl- 
al collapses among medium and

The number of enterprises 
that went bankrupt in the frst 
half of this year almost doubled 
the number in the like period of 
last year, while a similar ten- 
dency is observable in the in- 
crease of dishonored bills. 

Furthermore, the curtailment 
of industrial investment plans 
due to the shortage of funds is 
estimated at an average of 20 
per cent throughout industries. 

All these facts appear to show 
that Japan has already succeed- 
ed in tiding over the crisis in 
international accounts and that 
the question today is how to 
minimize the adverse effects 
brought by the tight-money 
policy on the economy. 

Cause of Decrease 

However, is it proper to think 
that the crisis in international 
accounts has passed? It is a 
little too rash, so it seems to 
me, to jump to the conclusion 
only from the balance in July 
between the letters of credit 
opened and those received that 
Japan has succeeded in over- 
coming the crisis, 

In the fitst place, we have to 
pay attention to the fact that 
the sharp decrease in the 
amount of letters of credit 
opened in June and July was 
not due to a decline in demand 
caused by the _ tight-money 
policy. 

The cause of this decrease in 
the amount of letters of credit 
opened in these months should 
be sought in the fact that im- 
port security rates were drasti- 
cally raised and that both the 
Government and the Bank of 
Japan urged city banks to slash 
funds earmarked for opening 
letters of credit. 

One may say and with good 
reason that both the raising of 
import security rates and the 
slash in the amounts of funds 
for opening letters of credits are 
part and parcel of the tight- 
money measures as a whole. 
However, what was originally 
intended to achieve by the 
tight-money measures is not to 
curb imports in this way. 

The tight-money measures are 
basically intended to put a curb 
on the general economic activi- 
ty of the nation and decrease 
the amounts of imports in a 
more or less natural way to 
recover a balance in the inter- 
national accounts, 

However, the dip in the 
amount of letters of credits 
opened in June and July did 
not represent such a natural 
process but a result of direct, 
external pressure on import 
plans. | 

Forced Result 

In other words, we cannot re- 
gard the decrease in the amount 
of letters of credit opened as a 
natural result of the desired ef- 
fects achieved of the tight- 
money policy. 

This balance, being the result 
produced by external force, is 
naturally unstaBle. In this way 
we cannot conclude that the 
balance in the issuance and re- 
ceipt of letters of credit is an 
effect of the originally intended 
progress of the _ tight-money 
policy. 

So far I have explained that 
the question lies in the way 
the balance in the issuance and 
receipt of letters of credits was 
achieved. 

Another question concerns a 
level at which both exports and 
imports are to be balanced. 

Some economic’ observers 
argue tiHat Japan’s'§ imports 
should be further slashed as 
the foreign currency. reserves 
are at an extremely low level 
even with loans from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. 

However, on the other hand, 
it must be noted that the 
amount of letters of credit open- 
ed in July totaling 210 million 
dollars is abnormally low in 
view of the economic scale of 
this country. 

The amounts in April and 
May were 300 million dollars 
and 320 million dollars, respec- 
tively, showing abnormally high 
levels. However, considering 
the fact that the monthly aver- 
age was 216 million dollars 
last year, I think an amount in 
the neighborhood of 250 million 
dollars. should be taken as a 
normal level this year. 

If this is a proper level for 
Japan, the amount of letters of 
credit opened should again be 
raised, and in that case, if we

Int’l Trade Balance Still Unstable 


hope to maintain balance in in- 
ternational accounts it is essen- 
tial for Japan to further expand 
exports. 

As stated above, the balance of 
trade in July at the stage of 
letters of credit receipt and issu- 
ance and a marked increase in 
the number of dishonored bills 
and financial collapses of enter- 
prises appear to have led to a 
demand in some quarters for the 
easing of the tight-money »olicy. 

Surely the purpose of the 
tight-money policy is to put a 
curb on economic activities and 
not to make enterprises go 
bankrupt or increase dishonored 
bills. 

Not Solved Yet 

It is desirable that measures 
be taken to minimize such un- 
wholesome effects. The main 
purpose of the _ tight-money 
policy is to curb equipment in- 
vestment by larger enterovrises. 
The question, however, is that 
the larger part of the adverse 
economic consequences of ihe 
tight-money policy is apt to he 
borne by medium and small en- 
terprises, rather than by larger 
companies. 

In this sense, it is essential 
that proper and timely steps 
should be taken so as not to let 
the tight-money policy cause un- 
necessary difficulties and confu- 
sion outside of the levels of 
industries where the major 
effects of the policy are intend- 
ed. It would be necessary to 
rescrutinize the  tight-money 
policy in this respect. 

However, even in doing so, it 
should be borne in mind that 
the balance in the issuance and 
receipt of letters of credit is still 
open to question, as I have ex- 
plained, with regard to the way 
it was achieved and the level at 
which the issuance and receipt 
are balanced. We have not yet 
solved the critical conditions of 
the trade balance.

Look on Khrushchev’s Face

BERLIN—Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev came to Germany to im- 
prove Russian cooperation with 
the East German Communists. 
He did his job well. But there 
is reason to believe the boss of 
the Communist party of Soviet 
Russia has a personal prejudice 
and passion that made it diffi- 
cult for him to be nice to Ger- 
mans—even Communist Ger- 
mans, 


I first got this feeling the day 
Khrushchey arrived. There was

shock on his face when he saw 
German soldiers, in black jack- 
boots and Nazi type uniforms, 
goosestepping to meet him. 

Khrushchev’s face usually is 
round, smooth and composed. It 
twisted when he saw those Ger- 
man soldiers. It twisted into 
something not very pleasant to 
see. Perhaps with an extra por- 
tion of imagination, I thought 
I could read behind that flash- 
ing look of distaste all the bit- 
ter memories any Russian must 
have of the war with the Nazis. 

1 tried to guess whether he 
was more upset by the old uni- 
forms or the old goosestep. 

The next day Khrushchev 
made a pilgrimage to the truly 
magnificent Treptow Memorial 
for Russian soldiers who died 
in the final battle for Berlin in 
1945. Western correspondents 
walked the quarter-mile park- 
way well before Khrushchev ar- 
rived. 

We walked between rows of 
smart East German soldiers 
standing at attention. So did 
Khrushchev, later. He walked 
behind a huge wreath carried 
by four Russians. Half a step 
behind was fierce-visaged Depu- 
ty Soviet Premier Anastas Miko- 


yan. Farther back was Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Grom- 
vko. Then came lesser Soviet 
officials and, last of all, a group 
of East German dignitaries. 


Khrushchev walked with his 
funny little rolling gait. In a 
loose-fitting jacket over his pro- 
truding stomach, he looked al- 
most like a slapstick comedian. 
But there was nothing comic 
about his face. 


This was a solemn march, al- 
most religious in nature even 
though these Communists don’t 
like religion, A German army 
brass band played a dirge-like 
song of mourning. Jackbooted 
German soldiers formed the 
honor guard, 


Khrushchev walked by the 
soldiers without a glance. Ex- 
pressionless, he followed the 
Russian wreath-bearers up the 
60 steps to the crypt where the 
name of every Russian who died 
in Berlin is immortalized in a 
great book. 


Then came the first shock. 
The Germans who had been in 
the mourning march peeled off. 
This was something sacred to 
the Russians. No German could 
go into the crypt, and the Rus- 
sians disappeared into the giant, 
doorless memorial room for sev- 
eral minutes, 


Then came the second shock, 
for me. It was Khrushchev’'s 
face as he emerged. I’ve seen 
emotion of many kinds written 
on many faces. I’ve never seen 
deeper emotion written on a 
man’s features, 


Khrushchev’s usually smooth 
face was a mass of wrinkles as 
he hurried from the monument. 
This time he didn’t pass the 
German honor guard. This time 
he turned the other way, quick- 
ly—so quickly he almost trod 
on us reporters and cameramen 
who had crowded as close as 
possible for a good look. 


Mikoyan now was step for 
step with Khrushchev, talking 
fast. Khrushchev was emo- 
tional’ and it seemed Mikoyan 
was trying to calm him. 

The reason was clear later. 
First in Leipzig and again in 
Berlin, Khrushchev told the 
Germans about his son who was 
a fighter pilot, fighting for Rus- 
sia against the Germans. He 
didn’t come home from one 
flight, and Khrushchev told the 
Germans how they had killed 
his son. 

Hearing him and seeing him, I 
couldn’t help thinking that Ni- 
kita Khrushchev had to force 
himself to be cordial to his
